the  true  might  of  our  Snpire  as  -.Tell  a3  to  contribute  to  psychological 
propoganda  work  for  stamping  out  any  ideas  of  worship  of  Europe  und 
America  which  the  greater  part  of  Korea  still  retains  at  bottom. 

2.  The  location  and  the  number  of  men  to  be  interned: 

The  first  internment  camp : 

Location:  3eoul  (the  former  Iwomura  Silk  Reeling  Warehouse 

will  be  reconstructed  and  extended) 

Number  of  men  to  be  interned:  About  50C.

(1)  prisoners  of  war,  with  the  exception  of  warrant  officers  and 
above,  will  be  used  in  various  sorts  of  work  in  the  principal 
cities  of  Korea,  especially  where  psychological  conditions  ara 
not  good  in  order  to  achieve  the  ends  mentioned  under  I. 

(2)  The  equipment  of  internment  camps  will  be  cut  to  the  mininwa 
necessary  for  insuring  that  daily  lifo  a3  a  whole  may  be  led 
without  inconvenience. 

(3)  Rations  for  the  prisoners  of  war  will  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  Japanese  army,  but  at  times  they  may  be  supplied  with  food 
which  they  are  used  to. 

(4)  Internment,  supervision  and  guarding  of  prisoners  should  be 
carried  out  so  as  to  leave  nothing  to  be  desired.
